, Noted with considerable interest 
your figures for transmitters in 
the Citizens Radio service as be- 
ing 2,842,645 for 1970. Since you 
did not provide any explanation as 
to how or where this figure was 
reached, we can only assume that 
it was taken from the licenses 
themselves as recorded with the 
FCC. 

In this latter case, the figures 
are in error insofar as actual CB 
transmitters are concerned for the 
very simple reason that most CB 
license applicants request licenses 
for many more transmitters than 
they will necessarily Operate. 

For example, I held a CB license 
for a base station and four sub- 
stations. I have had only one 
Station on the air at any time, 

and none since last September, 

We are sure that such conditions 
exist thruout the entire CB fra- 
ternity. For example, listening 
on the band, it was noted that in 
a recent “round table" (illegally 
operated, at that) that the members 
themselves licenses for over eight 
times the number of participants, 
and that none really had any of 

the average of eight sub-stations 
for which their licenses called, 
The same might well apply to the 
hams. 

Perhaps it would be better to sim- 
ply record the number of applicants 
rather than their equipment. As 

of the last time we had reason to 
inquire concerning the number of 
active (or licensed) CB applicants 
it was just over one million. This

PRINARY POWER 


It's time to clean up the shack-=-not 
the broom and dust pan type-—but electri- 
cally: Everyone is not fortunate enough 
to have a circuit direct to the main 
service. There lies the problem, the 
sharing of a circuit with the rest of the 
household. Normal general usage circuits 
are designed for 15 and 20 ampere over 
However, the addition- 
al load of the shack forces the OM to re- 
sort to the large economy size 30 ampere 
fuse so the XYL can iron or whatever, 


} while he works DX. 


Sometimes a one-cent piece is inserted 
behind a fuse on the theory that you get 
greater mileage... It is rumored that in 
some of the more affluent households 
nickels and even dimes have been found 
Just for the record the 
motto on all three coins is the same. 

Over fusing presents two problems: 

#1. The deterioration of insulation and 
burning of switch-blade contacts and 
fuseholders. #2. When the circuit is 
lightly loaded (absence of Normal House- 
hold Load) the fusing is too high to 
protect your equipment, 

Overcurrent protection is a function of 
time and current flow. The longer it takes 
the circuit fuse to blow the longer an ab- 
normal current will flow and the more 
damage will result. 

What to do about it? Reduce the circuit 
fuses to their carrect size or lower if you 
don't have nuisance tripping. Individual 
low amperage fusing should be provided 
either panel mounted or in the card attach- 
ment cap. The cap method is preferred 
because it also protects the cord, 

Speaking of cords--take a look at that 
bowl of spaghetti, and all those cube taps 
under the table behind equipment. 

Electrical supply houses sell metallic 
raceway systems in 3 ft. and 6 ft. lengths 
with outlets on 6-inch centers--ask to see 
wire mold catalogue for #1900 and #20,000 
series strips and associated fittings 
effectively ground all metal chassi:s and 
enclosures. Fuse as low as possible and

Some interesting information was 
reeently sent me from a friend(JA2KVM- 
Masayuki, who is prowd to hold a 2nd 
Class License) in J A Land in regards 
to Amateur Radio Lieenses in that 
country that I thought might be of 
interest to our Club. 


The total aumber of stations is approx. 
150,000. There are four elasses - lst, 
end, CW and Fone Classes. 
im April and October, the exams are 
held simultaneously at ten places 
throughout the country. There has been 
as mamy as 25,000 eandidates in one 
year. 


The lst Class Ham Operator is tested 
Om radio engineering, domesti¢e and 
international teleeommunication rules 
and Morse Code (12 words per minute) 
and Japanese Code (10 words per min.) 
Output power for lst Class is up to 
500 W and all freq. of the entire ham 
band is permitted. 


The 2nd Class Ham Operator is tested on 
radio engineering, domestie and inter- 
national teleeommunication rules, and 


Twice a year, 


Morse Code sent and reeeived at 9 
words per minute. Output power is 
limited to 100 W and or all freq. 


For Fore and CW Classes only, it is 
possible to qualify by taking a 
training eourse instead of the rege 
wlar exam. Persons who take a 40 
hour training course sporsored by 
JARL and pass the JARL exam instead 
of the regular exam, are qualified. 
This system is widely used and is the 
reason for the Fone Class being so 
large. No CW exam for Fore Class. 
Fone Class is limited to 10W and 
excepting the 14MHz band all ham 
bands cam be worked by Fone only. 

CW Class output power is also limited 
to 1OW amd with the same exeeption of 
the 14MHz band all bands can be worked 
using CW only.
